WORKERS HEALTH GROUP 
IS ORGANIZED IN 
AGRICULTURE 


SAN FRANCISCO, — Medical and 
hospital service is available today to 
migratory agricultural workers in Cali- 
fornia through the newly-organized 
agricultural Workers Health and Med- 
ical Association. 

The association, set up under state 
laws, was organized by the Farm Se- 
curity administration with cooperation 
of the state department of public 
health, the California Medical associa- 
tion and the State Relief administra- 
tion. 

Headquarters were opened this week 
at Fresno and district offices are be- 
ing set up in tre areas where the need 
appears greatest. 

This is the first time a permanent 
organization has been established to 
provide medical and hospital service 
for migratory agricultural workers not 
eligible for state or county aid, accord- 
ing to Farm Security administration 
Officials. It is expected to fulfill a grow- 
ing need in agricultural areas where 
public health facilities have been 
geratly over-burdened by reason of the 
heavy influx of migrants in search of 
work. 

Physicians and hospitals serving the 
agricultural workers will be remunerat- 
ed by the association, which in turn is 
being financed by the Farm Security 
administration. The association began 


operating with an initial fund of $100,- | 


000. 
Cooperation has been assured by the 
county medical societies, representa- 


tives of which heard the plan explain-! 


ed at a meeting called here by the Cal- 
ifornia Medical association.
